Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are drawn to the 
unentered amendment and the unentered affidavit. The affidavit was not submited in response to a new ground of rejection, but instead 
was submited to address a rejection set forth in the parent application during prosecution of which the applicant was made aware that a 
declaration showing that the prior art did not inherently possess the claimed properties would be required to overcome the prior art 
rejections. Thus, the affidavit is considered untimely. Further, it is noted that upon a cursory review of the affidavit the retention values 
and absorption under load values calculated by the applicant are different from those listed in the prior art result tables even though both 
applications appear to use the same testing method. Why are the applicant's results so much lower than the values listed in the prior art 
examples? Further, it is unclear why the applicant chose to calculate the results for only a few of the prior art examples. Are these the 
examples considered to be the closest to the claimed invention and use the same monomers or crosslinkers as the claimed invention? To 
be sufficient the applicant must compare the closest prior art to the claimed invention and would therefore need to use the examples of the 
prior art having the most in common with the clalimed invention. Finally, it is noted that according to MPEP paragraph 201 .1 the 
specification is required to contain a specific reference to earlier filed applications in the first sentence. Otherwise the application will not 
be entitled to receive the benefit to the ealier filed application.
